THE GALLOWS CHEATED. 


BSicape off 
m M anlcrer from » .Nortl, 
Carolina J ail. 
CnAKifoTTB, N. C., Dec. le, 1873. 
Joseph Raker, a white man, sentenced to be 
executed on the lOtb Inst, for the crim e of m ur­ 
dering a negro named Newton Willeug, In March 
last, near this city, broke Jail on Saturday m orning 
last, and has not since been heard of. 
He waa convicted a t the spring term of ihe 
Superior Court, by a Jury composed entirely of hla 
own race, and w as sentenced by Judge Samuel 
W atts to be banged as above. An appeal was 
taken to the Suprem e Court, in the hope of gaining 
a new trial, which, after bearing the argum ent 
in 
the 
case, tb a t 
trUmnal 
retused. 
Since 
then the m ost stren n o n s efforu have been made 
by his counsel and m en d s to have his sentence 
com m uted to Im prisonm ent for life, all the mem­ 
bers of the Jnry which tried him having signed a 
a petition to th a t effect. The Governor, however, 
was Inexorable, and positively refused to m itigate 
tbe sentence. 
At five o’clock on Satnrday m orning. B aker’s 
situation becoming fearfully desperate, he m ade a 
final effort and succeeded in esoapiug. 
He sev­ 
ered bis 
m anacles 
by m eans of sm all 
saws 
m ade irom short pieces of iron hoop, and, being thus 
partially liberated, he soon cu t a hole through tbe 
celling of his cell, which, being in the upper 
story of tbe Jail, adnlltted him to tee space betw een 
roof and celling. In this p o ruon ol the building 
th ere was a ventilator in the gable end, constructed 
of wooden slats, which were unsound and ro tten 
from age and long servloe. These Baker soon re­ 
moved : but then, to his horror, he found himself 
a t an elevation of 60 feet irom the ground, tho leap 
to which would probably kill him, or so effectually 
m aim him as to defeat his grand object—escape. 
This, to a m an In bis predicam ent, was n o t to be 
thought of for an instaut, so he descended to his cell, 
procured his blanket, ca t it into strips, tied them 
together, and soon had an Im provised rope. With 
this he reascended to the loit, gained tbe opening 
in tbe gable, m ade fast his rope, and an hour 
before daylight he was a free m an. 
It is supposed he has m ade for the m oontalns In 
the w estern portion of the S tate, where he Is well 
acquainted with the country. Six hundred dollars 
rew ard has been offered for his capture, b u t th at 
is scarcely probable, as, having defeated tbe gal­ 
lows once, he wlU hardly risk his neck again by 
allowing hunseli to be arrested alive. 


THE HIGH BRIDGE (N.J.) TBAGEDT. 


T ria l of K dw ard Brcnaan for (He A l- 
loged Mnrder o f His Wifb. 
Yesterday, In the Hunterdon oonnty (N. J.l Court 
of Oyer and Term iner, a t Flem lngton, before Chief 
Justice Beaseley, Edw ard Brennan was arraigned 
on the charge of having 
m urdered bis wife 
C atharine a t High Bridge, in the above county, on 
the 2lst of November last. Long before th e hour 
arrived for the opening of th e court room crowds 
congregated outside, 
where they waited, w ith 
anxious expectation for the com m encem ent of the 
proceedings. 
Every available space was taken np Inside a few 
m luntes after the doors were throw n open, and 
the g re ater portion of tbe sndlcncc seem ed to 
belong to the agrlcultnral population. 
The prosecntlng attorney, Mr P. Cbamberlin, was 
assisted by ex-Congressm an John T. Bird, and the 
prisoner was represented by J. N. Voorhees and 
M ercer Beaseley, Jr. 
in about tw enty m inutes a 
respectable, intelligent looking jury was picked 
out, after the panel was nearly exhausted by the 
perem ptory challenges of the prisoner’s counsel. 
Mr. Cham berlin In a brief m anner gave to the 
Jnry a history of th e circum stances connected w ith 
tiie tragedy, which was lully reported In the 
Herald of the 4th Inst. The deceased, C atharine 
B rennan, was the m other of fonr sm all children 
and resided w ith h er husband (the prisoner) up 
to tbe time of her sadden death on the 2lst of No­ 
vem ber. On the evem ng 
h er decease she was 
at the w ashtnb, at about bhlt-past five o’clock, and 
a t seven o’clock (one bour and a half afterw ards) 
she was a corpse. She was im erred w ithout any 
Investigation taking place as to the cause of her 
death. In a few days after the burial her body 
Wks Tx^ám ed and a posV m srtem exam ination 
held, 
which 
reRulted 
m 
a deep gash being 
discovered in her abdom en, together with several 
bruises on other p arts ol her body. 
The doctors 
who m ade the exam ination pronounced It a case 
of foul play. A coroner’s jury afterw ards retu rn ed 
a verdict charging the prisoner w ith tbe commis- 


or m urder In tbe first degree. As y et th ere is no 
direct testim ony against the accnsed.

William J. lllff, the Justice of tbe Peace who acted 
as Coroner a t the inquest.

The m ost Im portant portion of 
her testim ony was as fo llow s:-T hat she saw 
a good deal of blood on the floor whore tbe 
deceased lay after her death, but she did nut 
know w hat the cause of her death w as; there was 
no one present at the tim e she died but the 
prisoner, Edward B rennan; a short time before 
th at heard Mrs. B rennan cursing the baby In the 
basem ent and also beard her m ake a th reat th at 
she would throw the baby into the stove; prisoner 
odme in about this tim e and told Mrs. B rennan fo 
give 
him 
the 
baby; 
beard 
him 
tell 
her 
to go up stairs 
to the children; afterw ards 
beam deceased say she was not able to go up 
stairs; prisoner then said be would help her up; 
he then got one arm aroond her, and. holding a 
candle with his other hand, helped her up stairs;

Mrs. B rennan used to beat her 
baby, and, consequently, prisoner would often 
u k e It from h er; the blood on the floor came 
from the body of Mrs. B rennan; 1 saw the clothes 
th at Mrs. B renuan wore In tbe w ater closet, cov­ 
ered with straw . 
During her cross-exam ination by Mr. Voorhees 
she deposed that Immediately before the death of 
Mrs. B rennan w itness called on Ned (the prisoner) 
to go for the doctor, when deceased s a i d - “No; 
bring me a drink of w a te r.” 
Dr. William Ü. Alpaogh was n ex t exam ined. Bis 
evidence was tan u m o n n t to th at given liefore the 
Coroner’s jnry, when be described the n atu re of 
the wound In the abdom en and hie opinion se to 
the cante of death, which be said resnlted from 
foul play. His evidence was not concluded when 
the Court ailjourned. 
It Is believed tb at tbe case will last tbe entire 
week.

Orantes Father-'tn-Law . 
Colonel Frederick Dent, the father of Mr*. G rant, 
died at the Presidential m ansion, W ashington, Just 
before m idnight on Monday, the I6th Inst. His 
death was not unexpected, as he had iieen in feeble 
health for some time past. He complained of being 
unwell during the day on Monday, but no alarm ing 
sym ptom s w ere apparent until a short tim e before 
hia death, which occurred w ithout a struggle. 
Mr. Dent was a native of Frederick, Md. 
He was 
in bis 8«th year, having been bom October 6, 
1786. 
He rem oved 
to Missouri 
in 
1812, snd 
resided either In or near the city of 8 t Louis 
until 1866, when he came to W ashington, and 
has ever slnoe been a m em ber of the P resident’s 
family, rem aining at tbe White House during the 
w inter season and In the sum m er accom panylug 
bis son-in-law and daughter to Long Branch. 
The old gentlem an was quite a character In his 
way; a genial, social m an, wbo honestly spoke 
out his opinions. 
He belonged to the olden time 
Maryland and Virginia school of politics, and 
stock to these principles to the last. 
He fre- 
qnently amused him self by sittin g In the ante­ 
room or offlce of the W hite House w atching the 
Dumerons asp iran ts for offlolal favors as they 
came to press their claims, and m aking quaint 
rem arks with regard to the “corm orants,’’ as he 
term ed the olBce-seekers. 
Not even hla surroundings oould shake his politi­ 
cal convictions, aud when the fltieentb am endm ent 
becam e a portion of the law of the land he de­ 
claimed violently avalnst it and said “ the con- 
founded radicals would be sorry fur It some day or 
o ther.” He boasted tb at be had voted for every 
dem ocratic President from tbe tim e be had at- 
u in e d the right to vote, with the exception of 
Buchanan, of whom he was not In lavor. Previous 
to tbe war be took a g re at Interest in the success 
or his party and for year.<) attended the Presiden­ 
tial inaugnratlons. Though a strong partisan, he 
never held or sought auv official position, prefer­ 
ring, as he said, the private statlou. 
He kept open house at his hom estead near St. 
Louis, and at which place the President, then a 
lieutenant In the Fourth United S tates infantry, 
stationed at Jefferson barrack8,tn the vicinity, first 
m et Miss Dent and afterw arrds m arried her. The 
farm, considerably enlarged by the purchase of 
adjoining tracts. Is now tbe property of President 
Grant, and It Is understood will be his future home 
after he lays aside the cares of offlce. The wife of 
Mr. Dent was a Miss W renshall, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
who is said to have been a beautiful and accom­ 
plished woman. She has been dead some time. 
Of Mr. D ent's im m ediate fhmily 
there 
are 
living four sons and three daughters. The eldest 
son Is, we believe, engaged In business in New 
Mexico. A nother son Is the Appraiser General of 
the custom House at San Francisco, and there are 
General Fred Dent, of th e United S tates Army, and 
Judge Louis Dent, of W asbingtou. The daughters

This place is greatly excited over developm ents 
ju st m ade In a case of alleged b rutal treatm en t of 
a child by her stepm other. 
A Pole nam ed P eter Moskey, a widower, with a 
daughter six or seven years old, was m arried a 
year or so since to a woman who has ever since 
m aintained a system of dom ertlc tyranny over 
both hosband and child. On Friday last tbe girl 
was found in the woods about a mile w est of tbe 
placo near where her father and stepm other live. 
She waa nearly dead ft-om exposure and banger, 
and said she had been w andering for th ree days 
within sight of home, but was not allowed to come 
in the house by her stepm other. 
She gave as a resson for this cruelty th at in 
looking lor their cow on the Tuesday previous, she 
bad lo ata little shawl, which she was unable to 
find. The loss being m ade known to her step- 
m other, she beat the child until she was black and 
blue in places and then compelled her to go back 
to the woods and look for the shawl. 
Tbe little 
girl searched In vain for It, and. culd, hnngry and 
alm ost exhausted, had repeatedly returned home 
begging to be allowed to come and warm herself a 
m oineni, but waa as often forced to go away by 
b n stepm other. 
The story of th e child created the m ost intense 
Indignation In the com m iinltr, and the stepm other

this place on Satnrday. The hearing in the cose 
revealed a system of brntaltty tow ards the chlUl 
on the p art 01 the Inhum an stepm other th at has 
few parallels on record.

The characteristlo 
features of Daghestan were, he said, its flat-topped 
ridges of truucated-cone shaped m ountains an d 
Its profoundly deep valleys, ravines and gorges. 
These gorges were rarely m ore than 300 or 400 lec t 
wide at bottom, and.w ere shut in by walls, which 
rose sharply, som etimes perpendicularly, to heights 
of 2,000 and 3,000 icet, broken occasionally into 
terraces by thick strata ol limestone. They w ere 
trem endous galleries, which looked as If an arm y 
of Titans had been digging parallels and carrying 
on siege operations agiiiust tbe granite ram p arts 
of the great range Itself.

'I'be population of Daghestan, he 
said, was about 4ou,ooo; of Its com position som e 
Idea could be obtained irom Its languages an d dla- 
lecta. of which there were no less than 27. There 
WHS one settlem ent called Innookb—a settlem en t 
ol only 28 houses, which had a language of Its ow n 
not spoken by any other tribe tn tbe C aucasas. 
None of these languages had ever been w ritten.

REPEAL OF THE BANKRUPT LAW. 
The House then took up the bill reported yester­ 
day from the Judiciary Comm ittee to repeal the 
B ankruptcy act. and Mr. Tbem ain, (rep.j of N. Y., 
proceeded to auvocate It. 
He rem inded the House 
Of the 
paragraph in the P resid en t's M ejsago 
recom m ending the repeal of the bankrupt law, and 
said that, while the Judiciary Comm ittee concurred 
entirely In the correctness and clearness of the 
P resid en t’s statem en t on the subject, be believed 
tliat the objection to the law h * l been only par­ 
tially stated by th e President. There was an en ­ 
tire unanim ity of sentim ent on the p art of the 
com m ittee as to the existence of serious defects 
and im perfections in the existing law. 
The 
only qnestioD 
on 
which 
there was 
a 
dif­ 
ference of ODlnion was w hether th ere 
should 
be an attem p t to rem edy those defects, or w hether 
the law should be simply repealed. The m ajority 
or the com m ittee w m strongly im pressed w ith the 
conviction th at the law was so radically defective 
th a t it would be difficult to m ake It rig h t; th a t at 
all events g reat delay would resu lt from the a t­ 
tem pt to am end it, and th a t In the m eantim e the 
country wonld be deprived of the relief dem anded. 
He enum erated m any of the objections to the law, 
particularly as to the swallowing up of the bank­ 
ru p t estates by fees, costs and charges. In his judg­ 
m en t th ere was no m easure of reUef th at Con­ 
gress could pass which would be hailed with 
such satlsiaction as th e repeal of the B ankrupt 
law. Speaking for the com m ercial com m unity of 
New York, for the legal profession of th at state, 
and for the en tire constituency of the State, he 
asked the House for a prom pt repeal of the law. 
In Ills Judgm ent Congress couUl do no more grate­ 
ful .thing than to pass the bill promptly, before the 
commeucemcDt of the holiday vacation. 
He be­ 
lieved th at the Senate wauld concur, though per­ 
haps not before the holidays, and there was reason 
to believe from the P resident’s Message th at It 
would receive the prom pt approval of tse Execu­ 
tive. He hopetl th at the House woukl respond to 
the Executive dem and, to the dem and of the busi­ 
ness interests of the country, and the action of the 
House would be hailed with acclam ation and Joy 
by the com m eiclal In terests through the length 
and oreadth of the country, Jrom centre to circum ­ 
ference.

Mr. H a l e, (rep.) of Me., Irom the Select Commit­ 
tee on Salaries, rep o n ed back a bill, the first sec­ 
tion of which repeal-s all the provisions of the act 
of March 3, 1673, which Increases the salary or 
com pensation of Senators, R epresentatives and 
D elegates In Congress or of any officers or em ­ 
ployes of the governm ent, except so far as relates 
to the Judges of the ¡supreme Court and to the 
P resident of tne United btates during his p resen t 
term of office. 
The second section provides th at hereafter the 
com pensation of .Senators, R epresentatives and 
delegates In Congress, shall be at the ra te of $6,600 
per annum , and this shall be la lieu of all allow­ 
ances except actual and 
necessary individual 
travelling expenses coming to and retu rn in g from 
the national capital once every session, whtcn- 
Bhail be paid to every benator. R epresentative and 
Delegate on the same being certified by him to 
the proper accounting officer. And the salary or 
com pensation of all officers and employila of the 
governm ent, snbject to the exceptions nam ed In 
section 1. shall hereafter be the sam e os they 
were prior to the passage of the act of 1873. 
The third section requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to cover into the Treasury all sum s th at 
may rem ain nndraw n or th at have been received 
as increased com pensation, which shall or may 
have come m to his possession by the re tu rn there­ 
of. 
Mr. H alb stated bow the Committee had arrived 
at the figures of $6,600. The aggregate mileage of

$6,641 80. The com m ittee had ihereiore fixed the 
total am onnt a t $6,600.

This 
fn e gallery, paved with

and lavishly 
lighted, was then one of the favorite rendezvoua 
for the connolBsear, the am ateur and the cnriosltT 
h u n ter, and the firm w ent so oxtcnsively into the 
parchase and sale of pictures th at the stranger vis­ 
iting there was apt to lorget that, after all, the pic­

A vteit to the 
now depleted gallery Is Interesting because of the 
traditions which hang around It—traditions with 
which the spice of fashion and ihegiam oor of wealth 
and the glow of fine a rt and dilletantisin have 
som ething to do—and becaase of the sm all but In­ 
terestin g group of statuary and pictures to be dis­ 
covered there. The first floor bristles w ith cases 
alive w ith the flash of gems, the sheen of bronzes 
and the gleam of gold and silver.

THE VnXE DU HAVRE DISASTER.

Tcsttm ony of Le Grand C. Cramer aa to 
«Me Dlsgraeefnl Olsctpline ot the Crew— 
A Blade ot the Screw l.ost D ays Betoie 
the Aeeldeat. 
And now comes Le Grand 0. C ram er, of Troy, to 
bear testim ony against the m anagem ent of the 
vessel after collision. In a letter w ritten to his 
p aren ts and published in the Troy Timea of Mon­ 
day, he say s:— 
1 will now State briefly the calam ity which hur­ 
ried 230 souls out of 310 into eternity. The day 
afte r we left New York the w eather was fine, thé 
sea sm ooth and all prom ised well for a successlul 
and pleasant voyage. On Monday a storm came 
up.

This accident, although

discipline and order am ong the officers and crew 
did not tend to relieve or rem ove. Following the 


clear aud starlight, we then oolng 1,600 miles from 
New York and lusi abont In mid-ocean. That nlgnt 
wc all w ent to o ar stateroom s feeling mure se­ 
curity, but we little knew how soon or In what 
great peril our lives were to be placed, or how few 
ot UB would live to see the light or auother day. 
About two in the m orning 1 waa aw akened iro:ii 
a sound sleep by a terrible crash, accom panied hy 
the shrieks and cries of men, women aud children. 
On getting out of my room I was told that we had 
come Into collision w ith only a small vessel; th at 
tne steam er was not at all in ju red ; and 1, after 
telhng aunty to dress, w ent up on deck and found 
th at we had collided w ith a largo iron sailing ves­ 
sel, which struck our steam er amldship, m aking a 
very large hole in h er side below the w ater line. I 
a t once saw th at the steam er was rapidly sinking, 
and th at our only hope 01 salety was in the llte 
boats. 
1 re tu rn ed 
to 
aunty 
and told her 
the condition of the ship, aud 
brought her 
up on deck aa soon as possible, and placed her 
w ith the 
UMlies, while 
1 
w ent 
w ith 
some 
gentlem en to help get oil the life boats to save the 
ladies. The lack of discipline we had before noticed 
was now too apparent. 
The officers had no con­ 
trol over the men. 
They were only thinking of 


accustom ed lo handling th e rigging of lifeboats, 
and but few of us to do anythliur r We all worked 
with desperation to get a boat into the w ater. Had 
we had more time we m ight have done so; but tho 
ship was settling very last, and suddem y she went 
down, bow first, w ith all on board—at least ail the 
passengers, as abont half the crew bad gone in the 
boats and lelt as to our fate. I saw aunty just a 
m om ent beiore the ship w ent down, bnt was pow­ 
erless to save her, tb ete being no life preserver to 
oe lound in the stateroom or on the deck, although 
1 m ade every effort to find one lor her. 
I went down w ith the ship, believing It was my 
last m om ent; but after being draw n down by the 
suction 01 the ship I came to tho suriace, and, 
although encum bered with clothes, m anaged to 
swim until 1 got bold 01 a floating spar, although 1 
was pulled under w ater twice by some puor drow n­ 
ing person. 
A lter being in the w ater over so 
m inutes, 1 was picked up by a itoat irom the ship 
th at had run into us, completely exhausted, more 
dead than alive. 1 was taken, w ith others, to the 
Loch Earn, which proved to be an English ship, 
and, although herself badly dam aged by the colll- 
BioD, was yet able to keep afloat and save the few 
of us who are now here to tell the sad story. 
A lter being on board a few hours we were trans­ 
ferred to the ship we are now on, hailing from 
New York to Bristol, England, commanded by 
Captain C rquhart, one of the noblest and kindest 
hearted men th at ever walked a deck. There were 
only 23 first class passengers saved ont of 86—11 
ladies and 12 g en tlem e n -ih e rem aining saved 
being steerage passengers, 
officers and crew.

Deceased followed the oocnpatlon

tain in g a m ore varied ami valuable stock of goods 
than th e w an ts of the neighborhood wonld seem 
to have w arran ted . He was unm arried and abont 
28 years old, sober, Industrious, devoting u n ttrln g 
atten tio n to his trade, the g reat object of his Ufe 
being the accum ulation of m oney.

of a Sunday school. 
And there was the re­ 
nowned Buchu, the great railway king, who 
taught the people the philosophy of watered 
stocks, 
but 
took 
no stock in 
orthog­ 
raphy and grammar. 
And 
Buchu, 
the 
banker, 
who 
begun business in 
noth­ 
ing and failed for a million, was a mere 
self-made man. 
How, then, is it to be ex­ 
pected that Chief Justioe Buchu should be 
learned in the law ? 
His chief qualification 
for his high office is in not knowing any law. 
If he understood law he might bo restrained 
from doing his duty by precedents, decisions 
and statutes, whereas, not being restrained by 
these things, he can only do rig h t 
It is 
characteristic of the Buchu family to always 
dare to do right and in this, as in every other 
respect Chief Justice Bnohn is one of the 
most enlightened members of the family. 
It is not to be assumed, however, that Chief 
Justice Buchu sought after this high office. 
Offices came to him too easily for there being 
any need of his seeking them. 
Few men, as 
we have said, know much law at twenty-three, 
but at twenty-three the superior Intelligence 
of the people of Iowa found him out and 
made him a judge. 
President Pierce, with 
that sagacity he often exhibited in detecting 
Buchu, even in the plainest forms, robbed 
Iowa of the prodigy and made him Chief Jus­ 
tice of Oregon. 
But he was not known at 
that time as Chief Justice Buohu- 
ludeed, 
the Buchu 
family had not yet asserted 
its pre-eminence. 
Another decade passed be­ 
fore Buchu as a statesman, orator and finan­ 
cier began to be felt in the laud. 
In the 
meantime Chief Justice Buchu had got into the 
United States Senate, where he scarcely did 
credit to the varied abilities of the Buchu 
family. 
He was a mere Western Senator, who 
occasionally exhibited a delicious 
Buchu 
modesty and sometimes showed the Buchu 
aptness for business. 
Business Los always 
been the stronghold of the Buchus—business 
and statesmanship. 
It was his aptness for 
business which made Buchu, the banker, rich 
during the war—that business aptness which 
enabled him to make a profit out of every dol­ 
lar the patriotic people were vrilling to lend, 
because it was absolutely necessary the gov­ 
ernment should borrow. 
Ghoul Buchu would 
never have been able to go about doing good 
if he had not possessed the Buchu aptitude for 
business. 
Old Buchu, the railway king, was 
pre-eminently a business man. 
It was this 
business aptitude of the family which prompted 
the formation of the Buchu Savings Bank, 
in which the poor put their earnings and 
found the investment a terribly permanent 
one; the great Buchu Silver Mining Com­ 
pany of Utah, Limited, by which we extracted 
another indemnity from England, and the 
Buchu Pacific Railroad, which the Buchu Ring 
induced Congress to build from Nowhere to 
Nowhere, and make the people p.ay for twice 
over. 
We have not heard that Chief Justice 
Buchu bad any interest in the outside con­ 
cerns of ths Buchu family—though there was 
a Senator Buchu in the famous “Buchu Silver 
Mining Company of Utah, Limited'’- b u t he 
participated in much of the Buchu legislation 
of the period. 
He learned his statesmanship 
under Buchu tutelage—a tutelage so thorough 
that one of its most eminent professors has 
since retired to an island as peaceful as was 
Bleunerhasset’s before the insidious Burr 
found the abode of the doves. And so rapidly 
did he grow in a knowledge of statecraft and 
diplomacy that he was required to take part 
in framing a new code ot international law, 
and though it is doubtful whether he knows 
anything of the Rules of Three, be is one of 
putative fathers of the Three Rules. 
This was th i only graining Chief Justice 
Buchu received for his exalted position, ex­ 
cepting that he was for a time the law adviser 
of the government. 
In this position ho ap­ 
proved himself a Buchu lawyerof the first 
order. 
He gave Louisiana especially Buchu 
law and order, and showed the country how 
I completely he believes in Bucbu State govem- 


I ments. 
In every respect be was an admirable 
i member of the Buchu family. 
As a matter of 
I course Buchu was better os an Attorney Gen- 
1 eral than a wild lawyer from Georgia, who 
I had never learned any of the Buchu mys­ 
teries of the period, and was incapable of 
learning any of the ways of a Buchu society. 
It is not such an easy thing os some people 
may imagine to keep a Buchu house and give 
Buchu dinners and balls and receptions to 
Buchu diplomats and Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives and adventurers. 
But Chief Jos- 
tioe Buohu Is skilled in all the accomplish­ 
ments of Buohu society. 
The represeutatives 
of the 
Booha 
press 
have told 
us all 
about that, sod srsn hinted at Buohu 
words on a silver tongas which roaobed 
the 
President’s 
m t, 
in reoard to the 


exoeeding merits of Chief Justice Buchu. 
tt is not to be wondered at that even the words 
of Chief Justioe Duohu himself should be 
potent in the White House. 
All the Buchu 
family are glib of tongue and oouviucing of 
speech. 
Who else but a Senator Buohu oould 
have oonvinoed the English people that the 
“Buohu Sdver Mining Company of Utah, Lim­ 
ited.” was a good investment? 
Who else but 
Ghoul Bucbu himsolf oould have convinced 
the wicked people of Wsll street that Ghoul 
was a good name for a fair to middling Chris­ 
tian and a pious man? And who but Attorney 
General Buchu could show the President and 
the Senate that Chief Justioe Buchu would 
sound weU in the government dirootorios aud 
the HsBALn Almaoao? 
And, withal, no one, 
except a Buchu, could bear himself with 
proper humility when offered high station. 
Does anybody suppose that Attorney General 
Buchu was not aware of the honor the Presi­ 
dent and the people were doing themselves in 
naming him Ohief Justice Buohu? 
It would 
be a mistake to think sa 
All of the Buohu 
family, though they are modest, have yet a 
proper approoiatiou of themselves. 
From 
Ghoul Buohu down they possess a humility as 
remarkable as that of Uriah Hoop, aud when 
the President offered him the place Chief 
Justioe Buchu said, in the exact words of 
U riah:—“I thank you. Master, I mean Mr. 
Oopperfleld.” 
As a matter of oourse we have no iuteutiou 
of dismissing Chief Justice Buchu with a 
single article. 
A man of his supefeminent 
merits is entitled to more than one tribute to 
his virtues. 
Indeed, so he.artily do we go into 
the work of pntising and exalting him that we 
cannot refrain even now from glorying in one 
of the great advantages of his exaltation. 
It 
will be remembered, after the Bnohu poli­ 
ticians of Louisiana had overturned a State 
government and set up a fraud instead, that 
when their wronged opponents telegraphed to 
Washington that they were coming to ex­ 
plain the' situation, Attorney General Buchu 
answered, if not in these words, to this in­ 
tent:—“Give yourselves no trouble. 
I know 
all and have settled everything. 
Buohu for­ 
ever." 
Such knowledge in a Chief Justice is 
invaluable, and in political controversies, to 
say nothing of suits affecting the Buohu Loan 
and Trust Company, the Buchu Savings 
Bank, the Bucbu Silver Mining Company of 
Utah. Limited, and the Buchu Pacific Rail­ 
road, ikis delightful to know that the inter­ 
pretation of the law and the administration 
are in the hands of such a capable jurist as 
Chief Justice Bucbu. 


Terrible Storm in England. 
The late extraordinary fog which prevailed 
over London and for fifty miles round St. 
Paul's for three days has been followed by 
heavy storms throughout England, culminat­ 
ing in a regular hurricane at Sheffield yester­ 
day. 
From the violence of the wind a large 
number of buildings and chimneys were 
blown down in the city and many persons 
were killed. 
One immense chimney in falling 
crushed a building and steam boiler within 
it, and from the resulting explosion several 
persons were killed or wounded. 
Naturally 
enough, from this unusual and wholly unex­ 
pected visitation, great excitement prevailed 
in the city and dense crowds of frightened 
people filled the streets. 
The climate of Eng­ 
land withiu the last fifty years has evidently 
been undergoing a great change. The numer­ 
ous railroads intersecting the kingdom in 
every direction, the growth of manufacturing 
cities and the steady reduction of the area of 
the forest lands throughout the island have 
doubtless been among the causes operating 
therein to change the old regular order of the 
seasons and to give to England a climate of 
violent transitions, including the summer 
heats of New York and the opening winter 
storms of Nebraska. 
If so, then, within the 
limits of a century the change in her climate 
may become a question as important touching 
the future destiny of England as her short­ 
ened supplies of coaL 


Reaction Tbrcntened in 
the 
French 
AMcmbljr. 


The monarchical party in the French As­ 
sembly are discovering new difficulties, and 
in their own way they are preparing to meet 
them. 
The late supplementary elections have 
produced results not quite to their mind. 
France is becoming more and more republi­ 
can, and the new delegates are not of that 
stripe of politics which the men now in power 
most love. 
The Right have become somewhat 
alarmed, and according 
to 
one 
of 
our 
despatches of this morning they have resolved, 
while they have the power, to check the 
growing evil. 
It is said that they intend to 
alter the suffrage law, by which four millions 
of Frenchmen will be disfranchiseiL 
We 
will not say that snob a measure will not be 
carried, but we will say that any such attempt 
Jto put down republican sentiment will defeat 
its purpose. 
It will rouse the republican 
spirit of France; and what is almost as good, 
it will secure for the republicans of France 
the sympathy of the world. 
Disfranchise­ 
ment is a much more dangerous experiment 
than enfranchisement. 
Nations, like men, 
must be trusted; and as with the one so with 
the other, what has once been conceded as a 
right cannot safely be withdrawn. 
If this 
rumor speaks truth Ave may look for lively 
times in France. 


Santa Cras Caagbt. 
It is reported from Spain that General 
Lizarraga, of the Carlist forces, has laid bis un­ 
holy bands on the exciting Santa Cruz; and 
in consequence we shall probably see that, 
savage as the Spaniards can be where it is 
safe, they will probably be mild and lamblike 
enough in presence of this ferocious priest. 
Santa Cruz, though a priest, is by-his nature 
a cutthroat of the first order. 
He is one of 
those characters who rise in troubled times, 
simply because they are superior to the re­ 
straints of ordinary humanity, and his fame, 
as it now stands, is due to the absolute and 
outrageous incongruity between his acts and 
the character of his priestly office. He became 
a soldier in the Carlist revolt against republi- 
can authority, and at the earliest possible op­ 
portunity revolted against the Carlist military 
authorities and resisted the decrees of Lizar- 
ragof his commander. 
He has been tried by 
an irregular court for bis offence against dis­ 
cipline, but without result, m he was then at 
large and with his armed supporters near. 
He is now, perhaps, in custody, but nothing 
will Im done with him, as Doa Garlos dare not 
assent to his death. 


Loalalana, Bankrwptejr and Back Pajr 
In VnagrcM. 
The Senate was blocked yesterday over the 
question of Piuohbaok or no Piochbaok. Sen­ 
ator Morton took oonsiderable time to brow­ 
beat the Senate in his usual forcible style 
in seeking to convince all concerned that 
black was white—that Pinohbaok was genuine 
metal. 
itis principal argiuneut was that the 
Proeident had recognized the Kellogg Legis­ 
lature, and the House had followed suit, and 
that, therefore, the Senate should not exhibit 
any spirit of manliness by calling the legality 
of the Legislature in question. 
The Senator 
said it was not a question of politics, but a 
question of law. 
Mr. Morton as a towering 
firebrand of unconditional woe to democ­ 
racy is an old character; but bis transposition 
of the pretended ior the actual motive in 
Piuohbaok's case fits him for the leading part 
in “Cool as a Cucumber.'' It is somewhat 
astonishing that he condescended to make any 
apology for his motion, when ho can threaten 
the President on any recalcitrants as old 
grannies do the “bogy” upon small boys. 
Mr. Tremaiu, in urging his Bankrupt law 
upon the House, was not slow to hang up the 
Executive sword over the head of every mem­ 
ber who did not want the Bankruptcy law 
repealed.

that 
the 
measure was intended to help a pet firm 
of Buohu bankers, and the repealing bill 
was passed by the House after it had been 
amended by Mr. Beck, of Kentucky, in a sec­ 
tion which preserves the laws for all pending 
suits whereon adjudication of bankruptcy 
has been made, but outs down the Court fees 
fifty per cent.

Senate and House 
are being

to severe tests by

The re­ 
sult, so far, must be encouraging to the White 
House doctors. 
Back pay and increased salary came up in 
the House yesterday in the shape of a new bill 
from the select committee. 
It is very funny 
one respect 
It is prepared to sacrifice both 
the 
back 
pay 
and 
increased 
pay of 
the Senators and 
Representatives, 
while 
in 
tho 
shadow of the constitution its 
own increased pay is snugly entrenched. 
It 
will, of course, be always within the power 
of the President to “ cover*' his increased 
pay into the Treasury. 
It seems, indeed, 
as if the House would go through the form of 
lopping off $2,000 from the salary of $7,500, 
while retaining a little elastic margin of 
actual travelling e ^ n s e s to make up for 
mileage. 
An accepted amendment to the bill 
provides that the reduction take effect from 
March 4, 1873, instead of “hereafter,” as the 
bill reads. 
As a mandatory disgorgement 
of the back-pay steal was impracticable, 
so far as moneys drawn by members of the 
last Congress goes, the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury is ordered by the bill to “cover” back 
all that remains unpaid, and to do the same 
with all the conscience money he can get. 
This will not be mnch. 


The Ex-Empress Ea^enle at AA’indmr 
Castle. 
The ex-Empress Eugénie paid a visit yes­ 
terday to Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle. 
No doubt the dethroned Empress was kindly 
welcomed by the reigning Queen, for the 
widow of Napoleon will find the readiest and 
most heartfelt sympathy from the widow of 
Prince Albert. 
And while Victoria, a regular 
sovereign by divine right, can find, perhaps, 
but littie to admire in the French Republic, 
there are with her many recollections of the 
Second Empire calculated to keep fresh and 
green her respect and affection for Eugénie, 
such as the miente cordiale between England 
and France, dating from their alliance in the 
war of the Crimea, the interchange of royal 
hospitalities between the Tuileries and Wind­ 
sor Castle, and even the retreat which the un­ 
fortunate ex-Empress has c hosen on the soil 
of England. 
Nor can we doubt that the ex- 
Empress had much to say to the sympathizing 
Victoria of her prospects and her hopes for 
the future, or that she was encouraged bravely 
to hope for the best. 
There is something, 
too, so touching and heroic in the confirmed 
friendship of these two distingnishod women 
that it cannot fail to strengthen the universal 
respect which is entertained for the one and 
the universal sympathy which is felt for the 
other.
